THE TAX OX INCOMES.

Democratic tinkering with the
tariff has upset revenues of the fed-

eral government till the
Uon would be completely at sea had

it sot been tor a convenient war to
base a stamp tax upon. A readjust-

ment of the Income tax law Is now

proposed, however, and from . this
source can be raised some of the ne-

cessary funds, though the fate of the
income tax is still most problematical

as there are about as many ideas

concerning it as there are members

of congress, and there are also five

distinct cases pending in the supreme

court bearing upon the issue.

If the law comes through that or-

deal whole, it must still pass into
the hands of congress. President Wil-

son wants the exemptions of the tax
lowered, and the surtax started at a

lower figure and increased more ra-

pidly than at present Secretary Mc-Ad- oo

wants the rates of taxation on

both individual and corporate In-

comes increased, the exemptions re-

duced from $3,000 to $1,000 for

single persons and from $4,000 to

$3,000 for married, and the surtax

started at $10,000 or $15,000 in-

stead of $20,000. Many administra-

tion men In congress will seek to
amend the law in 'conformity with
these plans. Senator Owen wants the
tax increased to fifty per cent on in-

comes of $50,000 a year and up. Re-

publicans 'are expected to introduce

tills removing the "collection at the
source" feature and possibly lighten-

ing the surtax. The income tax law

became effective October 3, 1913, af-

ter' a constitutional amendment for

it had been ratified by three-fourt- hs

of the states. Most tax authorities
favored it because it was to be the
largest trial on this continent of a

system designed to make tax dodging

difficult. The administration liked It

because it brought a revenue of $80,-000,0-

a year. Now the administra-

tion wants to raise more revenue by

this means and opponents of income

taxation want to amend it to raise

less. The present law provides an

exemption up to $3,000 of Income for

single persons and $4,000 for mar

ried persons. One per cent Is col-

lected on Incomes up to $20,000, on

amounts between that and $50,000

an additional one per cent and fur-th- er

Increases np to six per cent on

Incomes over $500,000. It is this in-

crease above one per cent, the sur-.ta- x,

which with "collection at the

source," is being fought. To prevent

the hiding of incomes the law order

ed that all companies paying divi

dends on stocks-an- bonds deduct the

amount of the tax and pay it to the
government before they paid the

dividends to the stock and bond hold-

ers. This Is the "collection at the
source" feature. There was an Im

mediate wail when the tax first took

effect, and several taxpayers took

their cases Into court. These have

sifted down to the five now "before the
supreme court. In these five almost

every provision of the law is attack-

ed, and upon the decision of the

court rests the constitutionality of all

of these provisions.

OIL WMIES'OF

CALIFORNIA ARE

IN BIG MERGER

(By United Press Leased Wire.)
New York, Jan. 4. Formal an-

nouncement of the formation of the
Petroleum & Trans-

portation company, the gigantic Cali-

fornia oil companies' merger, with a
capitalisation 6f over $100,000,000,
was exnected at any time today. The
California Petroleum company and
the Mexican Petroleum company,
with several other independent com-

panies, will 'be included in the
merger, according to ' Interested
bankers, the operation will deal In

crude oil and transport Its products
to various markets. It will not com-

pete with the Standard Oil company,

because It will have no refineries.
Promoters of the merger bold the

opinion that a heavy Increase la com-

ing In the use of crude oil in trans-Atlant- ic

liners. By combining the
wells of the east coast of Mexico with
those of California, promoters of the
mergor hope to dominate (he crude
oil market

Tentative plans drawn up call for
one class of stock, part to be $50,
with no bonds issued. While Bernard
Baruch, Wall street financier, is
handling some of the financial de
tails, the real money behind the com-

bination is from a group of big New

York tankers.
Members of this group refuse to

admit 4hat the Associated Oil com-

pany, with a capital of $40,000,000,
and owned by the Southern Pacific
company, will be included.' It Is

thought, however, that the Union Oil

company, a Pacific coast concern, will
' " ' "be Included.

Rumors of the combine sent Mexi-

can and California oil stocks soaring
on the exchange today.

ing at next week's conference at The
Hague.

The answer NO.

Several delegates wanted to stay

in Europe a while longer and asked
if Ford would pay their way home
when they wanted to go. But Plan-tif- f

blasted this hope, too, by an-

nouncing that If they did not sail
with the entire party on the liner
Rotterdam January, 12 they would
have to pay their own way.

Inasmuch as Madame Schwimmer,
Hungarian peace advocate, was in-

strumental in obtaining permission
for the party to cross Germany, the
newspapers today agreed that this
wrecked the last possibility that the
allies might favor the expedition.

Stockholm is generally favored by

the delegates as the seat for the per
manent peace tribunal which Ford
plans to establish.

"It's bad enough to shoot at live

men," he said, "but when you have
to go up against the living and the
dead It Is awful."

He said he wanted a letter from
the folks at home.

"I haven't had a word for a couple
of weeks," he wrote, "but I hear the
boys shouting that a big mail has
come In. Perhaps there's one for mo.
There ought to 'be It you think of me
as much as I do of you."

, The lad tried the sea for a time,
and then, retnrnlng to Canada, Join-

ed the army on a dare.
But the heaps of dead took the

spirit out of him.
